  16   A PUBLIC OR PRIVATE ENTITY MAY NOT EVALUATE, ASSESS, OR OTHERWISE 
  17  MEASURE THE PERSONAL OR FAMILY ATTITUDES, VALUES, OR BELIEFS OF A PUBLIC 
  18  SCHOOL STUDENT BY A TEST AUTHORIZED FOR USE IN A STATE MANDATED TESTING 
  19  AND MEASUREMENT PROGRAM OR A SURVEY.
